The senate passed the entire ques- 


tion of the legality of Gov. Elaine's 
veto of. thc Eau Claire municipal 
court bill to thc secretary of state 
with all the opinions, Wednesday 
morning.

By a vote of 22 to 2 the senate 


postponed the Czerwinski resolution 
calling for an investigating commit- 
tee to look into the lack of housing 
facilities. Three appropriation bills 
giving the legislative library ?31,- 
000; the Potato Growers'association, 
$4,000; and the editor of the Blue

New System for Taxation 


On Car Proposed; 


Plan Drastic Step 


to Bar Theft 


Automobiles of Wisconsin may be 


taxed upon a new system. At pres- 
ent they are taxed as personal prop- 
erty and the taxes are collected lo- 
cally. An investigation which ia» 
been made by state authorities 
shows that approximately 30,000 
automobiles that were on the rolls 
of state's office 
for 
auto licenses 


last year were overlooked by local 
assessors. 
• 
' 


Two plans for taxation of auto- 


mo'biles are being considered. 
One 


is to assess the automobiles -when 
the licence is received at office of 
secretary of state, according to val- 
ue of the car and the tax money 
shall be made payable to a fund for 
highway construction. 
The other 


plan is to have the person pay his 
taxes on his automobile to the state 
u-hen he receives his automobile li- 
cense. 
Such a plan woul_d not per- 


mit'the use of the auto license cer- 
tificate as an offset against income 
tax returns. It 
now seems quite 


certain that this session of legisla- 
ture will work out some definite 
scheme for taxing automobiles. • 


Would Prevent Theft 


The legislature is 
considering 


drastic steps to prevent the stealing 
of automobiles in the state. 


Through tha Ridg-way , bill, it is 


proposed to establish a state-wide 
checking system which will make 
the "getting away" with stolen mo- 
tor vehicles practically impossible. 
The bill will come before the senate 
state affairs committee for hearing 
Wednesday afternoon. 


Sen. Ridgway is the sponsor of 


the measure. Under the provisions 
of the measure, each township as- 
sessor is provided with a list of cars 
in his district, their owners, descrip- 
tion of the vehicles and all identify- 
ing numerals. 


The owner of a car, after receiv- 


ing his license, will go to the coun- 
ty clerk- and procure from him a 
"certificate of ownership" This cer- 
tificate, to be furnished by; the state, 
must -be carried at all times when 
driving. It will establish a situation 
parallel to that of carrying hunting 
licenses. 


Must Exhibit Card 


" The 
certificate will be in • card 


fnrm. It must be exhibited whenev- 
er demanded by any officer. 


At all places where gasoline 
is 


sold, or any automobile accessories, 
the person in charge must have .a 
form, also provided by the state, on 
which he will enter the name end 
car number of every person who 
purchases at his place of business. 


To make this provision effective, 


'*. is provided that nothing will be 
sold for Wisconsin cars unless the 
person can show his "certificate of 
ownership." This record must be 
kept by the owner of the 
place of 


business and be available for refer- 
ence if needed. 


Tho idea is that in case a car is 


stolen, it could be traced in the first 
place and should a driver ask for 
supplies, and not be able to furnish 
his card, he -would be subject to de- 
tention. 


All foreign cars will be put on a 


separate record. A fine of not less 
than $5 or more than $100, -with a 
jail sentence of not less than 10 days 
or more than three months, is pro- 
vided.

Racine Man, Whose Comple- 


tion Was Reversed, 
Asks Recompense 


The first real case of a citizen ap- 


plying for compensation for illegal 
imprisonment 
in 
Wisconsin was 


heard before the governor, and the 
board of control 
Tuesday 
after- 


noon. 
' . 


Eli .T. Long, alias George E. Ham- 


ilton, Racine, brought the action un- 
der the law enacted in 1913, claim- 
ing that he was illegally imprisoned 
at 
Waupun 
for 
twenty-three 


months. He asks for what compen- 
sation the board will allow him un- 
der the'statutes. 


Long, known as Hamilton at the 


time, supposedly shot and 
killed 


Edgar B. Warner, Standard Oil Co. 
agent at Racine, in December, 1918. 
Long was found guilty of murder 
in the first degree. He was sentenc- 
ed to'life imprisonment. 


On an appeal to the Supreme 


court in 1920, the case was revers- 
ed and Long was released in April, 
1920. The Supreme Court held that 
the evidence submitted had been in- 
sufficient to show that he had mur- 
dered Warner. 
Upon motion for 


r.ew 
trial, Dist. Atty. Adolph Jan- 


ecky dismissed the case. 


Long now applies for compensa- 


tion for the twenty-three months he 
was in Waupun. While not a test 
case, this is the first case that has 
actually been heard before the spe- 
cial board as created in 1913. 


Under this law the board, before 


it can award 
compensation, must 


say that 
beyond any. reasonable 


doubt he is innocent, that he served 
''term" in prison as the law desig- 
nates and that his conviction was 
not due to any attributory acts on 
Long's part. If the board finds that 
the case satisfies these requirements 
it can award compensation not 
to 


exceed $1,500 a year.

"No man is admitted to the fel- 


lowship of the Invisible Empire of 
today who hasn't manhood'enough to 
assume a real oath to right and duty 
with serious purpose to - keep the 
same inviolate. No man is admitted 
to fellowship who will not, or who 
cannot, swear an unqualified alleg- 
iance to the 
government of 
the 


United State* of America, its flag, 
its constitution and its institutions. 


"Only native-born American citi- 


zens, who believe in the tenets of 
the Christian religion and who owe 
no allegiance of any degree or na- 
ture to any foreign government or 
institution, religions or political, or 
to any sect, people or persons, are 
eligible for membership. 


"While its name would indicate it 


is purely a southern organization 
such is not the csse. -It is non-sec- 
tional, non-political, and non-sectar- 
ian. It is a purely patriotic frater- 
nal organization. As proof of its 
non-political attitude- men promin- 
ent in both the democratic and re- 
publican parties, including members 
of the National Congress, are lead- 
ers in the organization. Its com- 
pelling appeal to citizens of! all sec- 
tions lies in the fact that it is strict- 
ly an American institntion of and 
for white American citizens, pledged 
to fundamental American ideals and 
institutions. 


"While membership 
in the Ku 


Klux Klan is open only to 
white 


American citizens the organization 
wages war on no individual or or- 
ganization regardless of race, color 
or creed. It takes no part as an or- 
ganization in any political or relig- 
ions controversy and it concedes the 
right of every man to think, vote, 
.and worship God us he pleases. 


"Because certain individuals Kt va- 


rious times have committed acts of 
violence under cover of darkneai and 
shielded by masks and robes some- 
what resembling the official' regalia 
of the Ku Klux Klan, they have been 
classed as members of this organiz- 
ation. The Ku Klux Klan is a law- 
abiding organization and every mem- 
ber is sworn to uphold, the law at 
all times and to assist officers of the 
law in preserving peace, and any 
member violating this oath would be 
banished forever from the organiza- 
tion, 


"Among the principles for which 


this organization stands, are: sup- 
pression of graft by public office- 
holders; preventing the causes of 
mob violence any lynchings; 'pre- 
venting unwarranted strikes by for- 
eign agitators; sensible and patriotic 
immigration laws; sovereignty of 
state rights, under the constitution;

GIVEN OVATION 


Range and Variety Feature 


Superb Program of 


Detroit Orchestra

One of the most enjoyable treats 


of the current musical season was 
afforded Madison last evening at the 
University armory when the Detroit 
Symphony orchestra presented a su- 
perb program of widest range and 
variety. This excellent organization, 
•which ranks among the foremost in 
the country, is under the masterly 
direction of 
Ossip 
Gabrilowitsch, 


who merits the dual honor of being 
a virtuoso pianist as well as a dis- 
tinguished conductor. 


The • central number was Brahm's 


magnificent First Symphony in C 
minor. This brooding, .tragic con- 
ception was conducted with a mas- 
terly grasp of the minutest details. 
Mr. Gabrilowitsch's interpretation of 
this intricate 
masterpiece 
equals 


that of any conductor before 
the 


public; it approached very close to 
perfection. 
The opening number 


was Glinka's overture to his Russian 
folk opera, 'TUislan and Ludmilla." 
Its beautiful themes, melancholy la- 
^ternating with gay, based on Rus- 
sian peasant songs and ingeniously 
orchestraed, were delineated with 
exquisite finish. 


The second part was devoted to 


somewhat lighter but 
consistently 


artistic musical literature. The mod- 
ern French school was represented 
by 
Debussy's 
"Afternoon 
of a 


Faun," a charming fabric of glitter- 
ing, elusive harmonics. It is par- 
ticularly interesting for its daring: 
experiments with the six-tone scale 
which the modern French compos- 
ers have done most to develop and 
to establish as a medium for music- 
al expression. The formal program 
closed 
• with 
Rhnsky-Xorsakow's 


"Spanish Caprice." This is a gaudy 
mosaic of palpitating Spanish life, 
mirroring the tragedy and passion 
as well as the abandoned gayety, 
represented so characteristically in 
its lilting, Castanet-accented dancs 
rhythms. The rioting, colorful mu- 
sical pageant was interpreted by the 
orchestra with fire and brilliancy. 


The huge audience which packed 


the armory to the doors expressed 
its unreserved enthusiasm over the 
superb program and the orchestra's 
virtuoso pianist-conductor by 
ex- 


tended and insistent applause. Mr. 
Gabrilowitsch was recalled several 
times and, with characteristic gener- 
osity, accorded the .musicians full 
credit for their share in the unqual- 
ified success of the concert. In ac- 
knowledgment of the overwhelm- 
ing applause at the end of the pro- 
gram, the orchestra played as nn ex- 
tra the Tannhauser overture,

May Cure Man's Insanity 


Rare Operation Performed Successfully in Sing Sing 


Hospital; Prisoner May Lose 


Hallucinations 


OSSINIMJ, N. Y.—One of 
the 


rarest operations known to medical 
science, that of removing a bullet 
from a man's brain, was success- 
fully accomplished on Tuesday vn 
the Sing Sing prison hospital, 
A 


feature of the operation was that 
Dr. William L. Chapman of Brook- 
lyn, 
who performed the work, is 


himself an invalid and was wheeled 
to the operating table in a chair. 


The 'operation was an .attempt to 


cure insanity in Roman Leondow- 
ski, a prisoner there. 


Two Bullets in .Brain. 


The -presence of two bullets in the 


patient's brain was disclosed by X- 
ray examination the one removed 
on Tuesday boinp: imbedded alnjost 
two inches, while the other was 
lodged behind -the right ear. 


When the first bullet 'had been ex- 


tracted, Dr. Chapman endeavored to 
remove the other, which, however, 
was found to be lodged solidly, in 
the tissue. It was decided not to 
touch it. The incision was closed 
and the patient regained conscious- 
ness. 
The operation lasted one hoar. A 


piece of skull about the size of a 


silver dollar first was removed, and 
into the aperture, Dr. Chapman in- 
serted his index finger gently and 
slowly, being careful not .to rupture 
the brain tissue or draw blood, 


Hope to Restore Sanity. 


The patient wis kept under watch 


of several surgeons until he was 
considered out of danger. 


Dr. Chapman declined to make a 


statement but Dr. John R. Ross, su- 
perintendent of Dannemora hospit- 
al, said: 
"What we hope to do by this op- 


eration is to cure epilepsy, visua! 
•hallucinations and suicidal tenden- 
cies," 
he added, normally 


was a well behaved prisoner, bu1 
occasionally, when he suffered an 
attack of epilepsy, he would become 
violent. 


"He had hallucinations,'' h« said 


"that 
some 
one was continually 


pressing or 
pointing- a revolver 


against his bead. 
At such times 


we feared he might attempt to take 
his life. We believe now that he 
will be 
a model prisoner and 


don't think the bullet near his ear 
will ever affect hia deportment"

Dr. Harper Outlines Big 


Project at Nurses' 


Convention 


The address tonight on "The 


Nutrition of School Children," by 
Mrs. L. M. Fetherstone, of the 
Elizabeth

Fond, Chicago, is open to 
the 


general public- It will be illus- 
trated. The assembly chamber 
will be used. 


By utilization of the agencies en 


trusted to it, the health department 
of Wisconsin hopes to be tbe means 
of saving 2,500 baby lives in Wis- 
consin yearly within the conrse of a 
few years. This is one of the aims 
in the state's health program in tho 
field of child welfare, as explained 
to the state conference of public 
health nurses this m-omiog by Dr. 
C. A. Harper, stats health officer. 


The state official believed a new 


era is dawning for childhood, and 
that to a large extent the neglect 
and indifference and lack of oppor- 
tunity for proper child growth will 
be superseded by competent over' 
sight and care supplied by local and 
state welfare agencies. One of these 
mediums, working hand in hand "wi 
the public health nurses, is the juve- 
nile protective bureau to be estab- 
lished in the state board of control 
for the care of delinquent; neglected 
and incorrigible children of the state. 


Dr. Harper cited that one baby out 


of 12 in this state dies before it is 
one year old. This means that near- 
ly 5,000 babies of that age are lost 
every year. The state's armual births 
are about 60,000. 


"There is something1 wrong when 


such a death rate prevails," said. Dr. 
Harper. "There is something, wrong 
in the care of the mothers of babies. 
France is offering 300 francs for the 
first child in a family, and a gradu- 
ated increase for each 
additional 


child."
